The situation certainly contliM ser­ 
ious possibilities and may he briefly 
summarized as follows: 
While the 
coal docks are loaded almost to ca­ 
pacity, the coal is not moving because 
of the public's refusal to buy; the 
docks have a capacity of only 60 per 
Cent of the coal needed in the North­ 
west for a normal winter: lf this sit­ 
uation should continue anisil the close 
of navigation our supply 
of 
water 
freighted coal would he 4u per cent 
short of normal needs: in tile mean­ 
while coal has almost ceased com­ 
ing up the lakes and mines are clos­ 
ing down because nobody is buying. 
It is hut natural that consumers re­ 
fuse to purchase, coal at the present 
outrageous prices. 
At the same time 
dealers insist that there can rte no re­ 
duction in retail prices until there is 
a drop in mine wages and freight rates 
ruder the mine labor agreement the 
present high mine wages c ontinue un­ 
til April. 1922. and no reduction in 
freight rates is in prospect.

Washington.—lf Governor Small of 
Illinois appoints .Mr".

Mason, to 
succeed her father as a representative 
in congress to till out the unexpired 
term, the lower house will base tun 
women representatives, the other be­ 
ing Miss Alice M. Robert son of okla­ 
homa. Woman gradually is corning in­ 
to her own in the official life of the 
capital of the United States. 
There have been men to say from 
the very beginning of things legisla­ 
tive that woman lias been the real 
moving spirit in governmental acts, 
for tile motlier amt lite wife, Co say 
nothing of the sister, always have bad 
their controlling or near controlling 
Influence over the men folk, 
It may lie that If tin- welfare depart­ 
ment of the government is established, 
a woman will sit In the cabinet of the 
United States. 
The next step is a 
woman president. 
Will tile step evet 
he taken? Tile present writer is not 
going to lie foolish enough to attempt 
to answer the question. Tilings may 
happen, and contentment remains In 
letting them happen lf they are going 
to, and to accept 
doubtfully, 
phil­ 
osophically or reluctantly, as the case 
may be, tin* outcome. 
Women In the District. 
Woman always has bud a marked 
Influence in the government of the 
District of Columbin, tile geography 
of which is coincident witll that of 
the capital. 
Congress governs the 
district, hut to a considerable meas­ 
ure It governs It as the women of the 
district say it shall lie governed, al 
though nolmdy in this more or less 
delectable district having a vote, con­ 
gress is frequently made hold enough 
by the voteless circumstances iii the 
case to ignore the legislative wishes 
of tile inhabitants 
of tho capital, 
whether they Im male or female. 
When the women descend, however, 
upon 
the 
committees 
of 
congress, 
something usually happens in un af­ 
firmative or a negative way, the af­ 
firmative or the negative result de 
pending upon which side of the ques­ 
tion the women have taken. 
They 
have a way with them, and generally 
get tile legislation they want.

There are all sorts of organ 
Aration* of women In this town, social, 
philanthropic, semi political and civic. 
The Congressional Club of Woolen is 
one of the largest organizations In the 
town. 
Its membership is made up of 
the wives, mothers, sisters and daugh­ 
ters of men who are either cabinet 
members or members of one or the 
other of tilt* two houses of congress. 
The women memls-rs rf the families 
of the President and tile vice prest 
dent also, of course, are eligible to 
membership. 
Some of the Women'* Clubs. 
Titers* Is a club of women called th* 
Washington club which is one of the 
largest organization* In the city. Ii la 
almost entirely a social club, 
it occu­ 
pies tile great house which once was 
the residence of former Vice President 
ami Mrs. Charles W. Fairbanks on 
Farragut square. The great ballroom 
of the residence is given over fin* 
quentiy by the club to tither organi­ 
zations which desire to promote some 
philanthropic or civie cause. 
Then there is the Twentieth Century 
club composed 
entirely 
of 
women. 
Tills elub works in a wide field of 
usefulness, 
it has twenty or till Tty 
committee*, each one charged with 
the 
duty 
of 
working 
along some 
specific line of endeavor for the good 
of the community, and, Incidentally 
of course, for the good of the mem­ 
bers. 
It did a tremendous work for 
the soldiers during the war. 
There are two dubs in Washington 
of which the meml#erahip is composed 
entirely of women who have attended 
colleges or universities. 
One of these J 
organizations is nilled the Collegiate j 
Woman’s club. 
Membership in tills is 
©pen to women who have attended col­ 
lege for at least two years. 
Tile other 
organization is composed entirely of 
woman graduates of colleges or uni­ 
versities. 
Poth these organizations 
are flourishing. One of them recent­ 
ly has purchased a fine bulldog on 
Farragut square. 
Then there Is the Woman’s City club 
which devotes itself almost entirely 
to dvic matters. The national legis- 
Inters and the commissioners of the 
District of Columbia hear from this 
dub frequently. 
It undertakes to 
wutch congressional legislation, and 
the regulations of tile commissioners 
as affecting the civic life of the cap- 
ital.

The old tale t#*llers, Ute minstrels, 
the palmers, the friars, the pedlars, 
were th#* remote ancestors of tit#* nov­ 
elist #if today. The minstrel supplied 
ti social need In his day. 
Ile was a 
circulating library when, as yet, th**r« 
was no circle of readers, and beside* 
being the medieval novelist, he was 
til** medieval publisher. 
As he drew 
his bow across his viol or swept the 
strings of his harp, and pm ye# I audi­ 
ent'** f##r some romance of chivalry, 
tlu* boastings and bickerings of tit© 
common hall were silenced, and the 
rude r#»ar of tile market place was 
hush#*#]. 
By the end of the Eleventh cen­ 
tury something more was wanted, and 
the literary craftsman of the Twelfth* 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth oenturiea 
wove his romances of chivalry to meet 
tile needs of society. Th«*se romances 
violated every canon of literary art, 
hut it wns not as literature that he 
looked nt them—rather as n gorg«*ous 
tapestry s**t in the framework of chiv­ 
alry. Tito Influence these stimies ex­ 
ercised on the national life of Eng- 
'and was prodigious, aud of the three 
grottps into whleh they fell—the nuit- 
t«*r of Britain ami tilt* rantt**r of Rome 
tile Great 
the most popular belonged 


to til#* second. Dealing'with the story 
of King Arthur and the Bound Ta­ 
ble, I.onl Ernie once said it was prob­ 
ably partly patriotism end partly re­ 
ligion which made Sir Thomas Mal­ 
lory choose tills group of the me# I lev a I 
romances #»f chivalry. 
Partly, also, it 
was a true instinct of literary genius, 
for tills was the on#? group which had 
in it the enduring elements of vitality. 
That gr#iup alone gave us the inward 
and spiritual meanings, the rapacity 
for allegorical Interpretation, the mys­ 
tical symbolisms which were living, 
lasting influences, because successive 
generations could appropriate them to 
their own needs ami circumstances.— 
Bondon Telegraph.
